The minutes of the 1985-86 meeting were 
presented. A motion was made and seconded to 
accept them. T he motion passed. 

Dr. Carole Canfield gave the Treasurer's 
Report noting that the balance was $31,796.84 
of April 10, and that there were many outstand¬ 
ing bills.

Dr. Gary Branch, Phi Theta Kappa Presiden¬ 
tial Ambassador for Alabama, gave a report on 
the 69th National Convention of the National 
Phi Theta Kappa where Alabama Chapters won 
numerous awards.

Dr. Roberts expressed her appreciation to all 
those who assisted the Executive Committee 
during the year in organizing, planning, and 
hosting the annual convention. She also gave a 
summary of the 1986-87 AJCCA activities in 
which she announced the appointment of the 
members of the ad hoc Constitutional Revision 
Committee as specified in the 1987 Executive 
Committee recommendation.

Dr. Roberts reported that during 1987-88 Dr. 
Philip Royal, Jefferson State, Dr. Arthur How- 
ington, Shelton State, and Dr, Ben Clements, 
Jefferson State will research and write the 
history of AJCCA. 

Dr. Ben Clements, chairperson of the 
Nominating Committee, introduced members of 
the committee and presented the slate of 
nominees recommended by the committee. 
Nominees are: Vice-President/President Elect: 
Richard Federinko, Southern Union; Dale Hill, 
Gadsden. Treasurer: Alan Nichols, Enterprise; 
Herb Traylor, Alexander City. 

No nominations were received from the floor. 
A motion was made and seconded to accept the 
slate of nominees as presented. The motion 
passed. 

Ballots were distributed and collected by the 
Election Committee. 

Door prizes were presented while ballots 
were being counted. 

After the ballots were counted, Dr. Clements

Dr. Umphrey and Grace 
Kelly presented Dr. Roberts with a plaque 
and roses in appreciation for her work as 
1986-87 president.

Report From The Joint 
Study Committee 

Membership: Dr. Jo Beene, Chair; Mr. Willis 
Goolsby; Mr. Rick Rogers; Mr. johnny Joyner: 
Mr. Ron Estridge; Dr. Ben Clements; Dr. Ben¬ 
nie Ford; Mrs. Frances Lowery, ex officio; Dr. 
Tanice Roberts, ex officio. 

The AJCCA Joint Study Committee on 
membership presented its report at the January 
9, 1987 Executive Committee meeting. The 
report showed that 24% of the “Survey on 
Membership’* questionnaires were returned. A 
majority of those responding (60%) indicated 
the membership provision of the constitution 
should be changed to provide membership to all 
personnel in the Alabama College System. 
Despite these results the Joint Study Commit¬ 
tee recommended that “a constitutional amend¬ 
ment concerning membership is not in the best 
interest of the organization at this time. I wo 
key factors that influenced the committee to 
make the recommendation were: (1) the lack of 
clarity in the current constitution with respect 
to membership categories and voting privileges 
and (2) the current economic restrictions that 
could prevent members from attending the Con¬ 
vention and therefore prevent them from voting 
on any amendment. 

Executive Committee response to 
recommendations from Joint Study 
Committee: 

The Executive Committee accepted the 
report from the Joint Study Committee and 
voted to concur with the recommendation. In 
addition, the Executive Committee acknowl¬ 
edged the validity of the broader constitutional 
concerns raised by the Joint Study Committee 
and incorporated a call for a general revision of 
the constitution as part of the response. The 
complete response is as follows: 

The 1986-87 AJCCA Executive Committee 
recognizes that the Joint Study Committee w T as 
judicious and fair, and included membership 
from junior, community, and technical colleges. 

AND recognizes that the AJCCA Constitution 
requires that any amendment to the constitution 
be voted on only by persons in attendance at the 
Convention 

AND because current economic restraints 
could prohibit good attendance at the Conven¬ 
tion 

AND because the Executive Committee 
recognizes that the AJCCA Constitution needs 
substantial revision in many areas 

THEREFORE, it is the opinion of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee that a constitutional amend¬ 
ment on membership only is not in the best in¬ 
terest of the organization at this time; instead, a 
general revision of the current constitution 
should be undertaken and should include the 
results of the survey obtained by the Joint 
Study Committee. The AJCCA President, with 
the advice and consent of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, shall appoint a Constitution Revision 
Committee. 


continues to lead in the fight against illiteracy 
through Project Plus.

The Quest for Excellence in 2 + 2 higher 
education for Florida students began over thirty 
years ago when the governor of the state, 
LeRoy Collins, realizing an era of tremendous 
growth for Florida was beginning, foresaw the 
need to provide higher education to thousands 
of young Floridians. 

The governor's efforts led ultimately to a 
plan, established by the legislature, which 
located a community college within fifty miles 
of every resident of Florida. Once the quest for 
access to higher education was solved, the 
quest for proving that the new community col¬ 
lege system could provide an adequate first two 
years of a 2 + 2 education began. 

According to Dr. Sliger, Florida State Univer¬ 
sity was aggressive in accomplishing this 
second quest. Initially, FSU made two efforts 
which proved the value of the community col¬ 
leges in Florida’s higher educational system: 1) 
Members of the FSU faculty visited on com¬ 
munity college campuses to meet faculty and 
prospective students. 2) Studies analyzing the 
performance of transfer students were con¬ 
ducted. After explaining the success of these 
early efforts, Dr. Sliger added, “By the mid- 
1970’s, the battle was won at FSU. We 
established an Office of Community College 
Relations, employed a former community col¬ 
lege president as its director, and began to 
cultivate the community colleges, and recruit 
their students to complete their education with 
us. Our faculty senate approved a very simple 
articulation agreement. It stated that a student,

transferring to Florida State from a Florida 
public community college, with an A.A, degree, 
would be considered to have completed one-half 
of his undergraduate study and satisfied our 
liberal studies requirement. ’ ’ 

Although not all four year institutions in 
Florida were as willing as FSU to foster the 
articulation process, smooth and effective 
articulation is now a reality in Florida. This is 
true for several reasons. A statewide, common 
course numbering system has been established 
and all public institutions of higher learning in 
Florida are now on a common calendar. All 
state universities must have articulation offices, 
issue counseling manuals, hold orientation pro¬ 
grams, and provide registration opportunities 
that do not favor native students. 

After most of the problems of articulation 
were solved, educators in Florida began to 
strive to improve the quality of education at 
every level. One of the most important changes 
to affect the quality was the establishment of a 
mandatory testing program. All students must 
pass the required exam before they enter the 
lower division of any state university or public 
community college. A second test must be pass¬ 
ed before any community college or university 
student enrolls in the upper division of a state 
university. 

Most Florida educators know that the quest 
for quality cannot rely on testing alone and 
educators at Florida State continue to develop 
close working relationships with their counter¬ 
parts in community colleges. For example, FSU 


holds conferences on a discipline basis at which 
teachers from two year institutions and four 

year institutions interact. Also, FSU has started 
a newsletter for community colleges to keep 
faculty and staff aware of the latest develop¬ 
ments on campus. The College of Business has 
reserved some of its accounting scholarships 
for transfer students, and this year a scholar¬ 
ship for the Oxford/London program will be 
offered to a transfer student. Additionally, an 
alumni chapter of Phi Theta Kappa has been 
established. 

In closing, Dr. Sliger emphasized the keys to 
the success FSU has realized. “First, we are 
pleased when our transfer students are proud of 
their community college background and we 
want to encourage them. We have one resi¬ 
dence hall which is a transfer hall and the 
students there have a wonderful sense of com¬ 
munity.” He continued, “the second key has 
been faculty involvement. It has served us well 
that our Faculty Senate entered into an articula¬ 
tion agreement before it was mandated by the 
state.” 

Looking toward the future, Dr. Sliger con¬ 
cluded, “Further, we want our faculty to get to 
know the community colleges so that they will 
develop the respect for them that they deserve. 
We also want them to know and work with 
individual community college faculty, for we 
believe that their working together will lead 
us forward in our Quest for Quality in 2 + 2 
education.”

House Proposes 

On May 19, the Alabama House of Represen¬ 
tatives approved a $113.9 million budget for 
operations of Alabama’s community, junior and 
technical colleges. The budget essentially 
provides level funding for 1987-88. 

The entire $2.1 billion education budget, 
passed 102-2 in only 10 legislative days, in¬ 
cludes a $21 million reserve against proration, 
as well as a substantial increase in appropria¬ 
tions for Public Education Employees’ Health 
Insurance Program (PEEHIP) coverage. 
Alabama College System employees’ health 
insurance costs of $2 per month for single 
coverage will not increase next year if the 
allocation is approved in the Senate. 

The House budget also funds all universities, 
except Alabama State and Alabama A&M, at 
the same level next year as this year. 

The Alabama College System’s budget re¬ 
quest — $159 million for operations, our 
number one priority, and $129 million for 
capital outlay — was presented in Feburary to 
the State Board of Education, the Legislature’s 
Joint Budget Committee and the Alabama Com¬ 
mission on Higher Education (ACHE). The re¬ 
quest, which reflected the System’s needs and 
priorities established in our strategic plan 


Level F unding 

Dimensions 2000 , included restored funding 
($26.5 million) for all line-item appropriations. 
These line items covered professional develop¬ 
ment, equipment, facility renewal, library 
enhancement and other priorities essential to 
instructional quality. 

Action on the budget is being monitored by a 
legislative committee composed of system per¬ 
sonnel. The committee is now working with the 
Senate, where the budget is currently under 
consideration. 

The Alabama College System’s commitment 
to initiating a new cycle of progress in Alabama 
by continuing our emphasis on high-quality 
education remains unchanged. Since the 
System currently serves 36 percent of all higher 
education students with only 21 percent of the 
funds, the legislative committee is working 
very hard to maintain the System’s fair share of 
the “historical split” of education dollars. Our 
objective is to obtain the best budget possible in 
light of our goals, objectives and needs with 
careful consideration given to the state’s 
current financial posture.

helton has Combined Graduation Exercises 


A historical moment in the life of Shelton 
State Community College occurred recently 
when the Technical and Junior College Divi¬ 
sions of the college joined together to honor 
their graduates as part of the 1987 Commence¬ 
ment exercises. 

Annette Nevin Shelby, associate professor 
management, Georgetown University and the 
wife of Senator Richard Shelby (D-Ala.), was 
named Shelton’s 1987 Commencement 
speaker. 

Exercises were May 27 at the Bama Theatre. 
A reception at the Battle Friedman Home in 


honor .of the 1987 graduates preceded the 
ceremony. 

Shelton State Community College was 
formed by an act of the Alabama Legislature 
in January 1979 State Technical College in 
Tuscaloosa with the Tuscaloosa branch of 
Brewer State Junior College. The Alabama 
State Fire College was made a part of the com¬ 
munity college in 1980. Today, Shelton is the 
fourth largest two-year institution in the state 
and serves students from a seven-county West 
Alabama area. 
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Tuscaloosa is not unique in having a down¬ 
town archaeological site, said Bruce Bizzoco, a 
Shelton State Community College administrator 
who is supervising the project. 

Urban archaeology projects have been under¬ 
taken in cities such as Boston and Houston, and 
are also numerous throughout Europe, Bizzoco 
said. 

“Right now, urban archaeology is very 
popular. Cities have become very aware in the 
3 ast few years that they have been built on 
listory,” said Bizzoco. 

“In Europe, they have been doing this for 
years. They’re very aware of their past, but 
because we (the United States) are newer, we 
are ust starting to dig into our own past.” 

The volunteers working on Tuscaloosa’s ex¬ 
cavation project, which began recently on a 
city-owned block on the northwest corner of the 
intersection of Greensboro Avenue and Univer¬ 
sity Boulevard, are hoping to discover artifacts 
dating to Civil War times. 

During the mid-1800s, the block was the site 


of Alabama’s first chartered state bank. 

The project is being coordinated by the 
Tuscaloosa County Preservation Society and in¬ 
volves the Heritage Commission of Tuscaloosa 
County, Shelton State Community College, the 
University of Alabama and the city of 
Tuscaloosa. 

The volunteers have already managed to 
unearth a section of the foundation of the west 
wall of the bank building, Bizzoco said. 

“We think we’ve got part of the foundation. It 
looks like rubble right now, but we believe it’s 
part of the foundation,” said Bizzoco. 

The volunteers also have discovered some 
artifacts in the 6 to 8 inches of fill dirt spread 
over the site by the city in preparation for future 
paving. 

The dirt was taken from the former site of the 
city’s dump near River Hill, although Bizzoco 
noted that no artifacts from the former state 
bank building or vault building had been 
recovered as yet. 

“We have found pieces of bottles and glass, 


but that was taken from the fill dirt. We haven’t 
really found anything from the bank building or 
vault, but we probably will soon,” Bizzoco said. 

“As we proceed, one of the things we will 
have to do is bag and catalog the artifacts,” said 
Bizzoco. “We’re looking for anything that is 
man-made — ceramics, glass, spoons, what¬ 
ever. 

“Finding these artifacts is only part of it, the 
rest is cataloging it, processing it and photo¬ 
graphing some parts of it,” Bizzoco said. 

Artifacts recovered from the state bank site 
which are found to be educational or otherwise 
significant may be photographed or displayed at 
a later date, Bizzoco said. 

The bulk of the artifacts will most probably 
be stored for future reference in the state 
depository at Moundville, said Bizzoco. 

The nine-week project is scheduled to 
continue through Aug. 1.
